HE Lincoln. bibli- 


ography comprises 
thousands of vol- 
umes, and each year 
adds to the cata- 
logue. Yet the 
world, not only 
American, but for- 
eign, never tires of 
reading his lite and studying its cipher. 


Lincoln was always something of an 


W Yestii 

dead that the last word has not yet been 
said concerning the man, unique and 
complex above all his compeers. He be- 
longed to the ‘‘plain people,’’ whom he 
loved, and who were ever in his mouth. 
He was their voice, one with them in 
the limitations of taste and in the ele- 
mental forces 6f temperament... Like 
them, he wasted but little thought on 
the graces ‘of culture. It was not, one 
may fancy, that he did not esteem the 
things which decorate social and intel- 
lectual life. But these had not been 
mother’s nilk to him, and when gigan- 
tio issues clutched him in their grip 
they so minimized lesser ideale as to 
make them ‘worthless, 

So he remained to the. last, genius iu 
cowhide boots, a man of the backwoods 


. im outer seeming, but with the delicate 


tenderness of a° Bayard under the skin, 
which needed but.a pin prick to escape 
and transform him into the noblest of 
gentlemen. The one statesman of his 
period whose grasp on the logic of the 
history. then being worked out in bat- 
tlefield and forum and council chamber 
was infallible, he could also be at need 
the craftiest of wire pullérs, with a skill 
in jerking the puppets which would 
have shamed the shrewdest modern pol- 
itician in his own game. The poetic el- 
evation of the prophet, which so often 
burned in his utterances of tongue and 
pen, was linked with homespun sagaci- 
ty, ‘and the melancholy so ingrained in 
the substance of his being would often 
burst at the mere twist of a suggestion 
into the wildest fooling of the baffoon.' 
Such were some of the antitheses of the 
immortal whose name pairs that of 
Washington to make the Dioscuri of 
American history. Today no less than 
at that time,-when he filled the whole 
foreground of national life, the essential 
quality of the man shines through so 
many and s0 diverse facets. tbat their 
cross lights dazzle perception. Yet he 
never ceased to be a man of the ‘‘plain 
people,’’ its finest incarnation indeed, 
the ‘‘Honest Old Abe’’ of’ familiar 
speech. 

There was nothing in Lincoln’s youth- 
ful conditions but what are closely par- 
alleled in those of other distinguished 
‘self made Americans. It was the life of 
the log cabin and the dugout, 16 hours’ 
grapple per diem with hard physical 
toil for hog and hominy. He had grown 
hair on his chin before he had emerged 
from the mysteries of long division. 

His risé to distinction as lawyer and 
politician, though he began under con- 
ditions which handicapped him, was re- 
markably rapid. During the early fifties 
he had hammered out a solid reputation 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the west, but his national fame did not 
become settled till the great Douglas- 
Lincoln debate of 1858, when he crossed 
blades with one of the strongest contro- 
versialists in the country as competitor 
for the United States senate. Those 
speeches have become classics of debate 
and sounded the ringing prelude to the 
hundred battlefields of the early future 
with such swordlike epigrams as, ‘‘A 
house divided against itself cannot 
stand. ’’ 

When Abraham Lincoln was elected 
president, probably no one would have 
classed thachoice of the Republican 
party as a special dispensation of Provi- 
dence. Itissure that there were a score 
who were willing to be understood of 
all that each and every one could bet- 
ter fill that pairof No, 11 shoes than 
could the gaunt Illinoisian, Sure it is 
that during a large portion“of: that ter- 
rible period, 1861-5, numerous leaders 
of public opinion, and of his own 
party withal, did not spare the:lash, in 
season -and.out of season, 
shoulders of their sorely tried chief: 
The president, however, felt that the 
heart of the ‘‘plain people’’ was with 
him, lifting him on its ground swell. 
When the history of Republican faction 
fighting, specially in the senate, during 
the Lincoln administration, is fully 
written, it will reveal # curious story. 
Never did diplomat show more subtle 
tact and knowledge of men than did 
Lincoln in smoothing the bristles of op- 
position and witining his own will. Lét 
a single instance of a little understood 
side of his character suffice. 

A jealous senatorial majority in 1863 
had determined to drive Secretary Sew- 
ard from his portfolio at any cost, and 
irresistible pressure was brought to bear 
on Mr. Lincoln. Much as he! valued 
Seward, thé cordial support of the senate 
was still. more essential. Here was a 
stump to plow around, to use_ his fa- 
vorite metaphor. Mr, Chase, the secre- 
tary of the treasuty, was as great a fa- 
vorite with the oligarchy in the upper 
house as Seward was its bete noir. Lin- 
coln demanded and received Mr. Sew- 
ard’s resignation and forthwith sent for 
Mr.-Chase, whom he also asked to resign 
and in written form which “he himself 


from the’ 


should dictate. The putative reason as- 
signed by the great financial secretary 
was Mr. Seward’s resignation and his 
unwillingness to serve in an adminis 
tration with that strong right arm lop- 
ped off. The two papers were shown to 
Morton, Wade and othe. of the aston- 
ished coterie, and rather than have Chase 
go they expressed their willingness to 
sield the point as to Seward. So Mr. 
Lincoln’s craft disarmed their obstinacy 
and saved the integrity of his cabinet 
without giving offeuse to the ‘‘conscript 
fathers, '’ so suavely | tod winived sf this 
master hand. 

Tho presidential sdchiiteee of 1864 
affords an illustration of the cunning in 
practical politics which supplemented 
the loftier aspects of the statesman and 
the patriot. To makosure of Pennsylva- 
nia, which was the native state of Mc- 
Cletlan, and which seemed very -doubt- 
ful, was a grave problem. Ata conclave 
‘held in Washington, the president end- 
ed discussion with the following dic- 
tum: ‘‘Let the right men, soldiers hot 
from the battleficld and full of enthusi- 
asm, be furloughed home by the thou- 
sands for the week preceding election. 
One of these missionaries will make 


“more votes than a score of stump speak- 


ers, But the president,’’ he continued, 
“‘must not be known as privy to it, nor 


must it be an order, from the war de- 
di 


Meade’s headqdarters to negotiate this 


piece of finesse, and that general was 
very uuwillingly persuaded to spare his 
battalions. But Pennsylvania went 
‘‘Lincoln’’ by an overwhelming major- 
ity.. Tho versatility of Lincoln, master 
in power and mental resource even as 
political juggler, astonishes the mind. 
One is interested in such incidents main- 
ly as they blazon his complex makeup 
and wonders that a man so equipped on 
the noblest side of statesmanship should 
have had these lesser gifts of the work- 
ing politician, an endowment rarely 
united in the same man. 

Whatever credit may be justly given 
to the staff of great lieutenants in coun- 
cil and camp who held up the hands of 
Abraham Lincoln, his genius over- 
shadows theni all, His was the initiative 
of all great measures, his the power to 
see things dissociated from party or tem- 
porary bias in luminous perspective. 
Stanton, Seward, Chase, great men as 
they were and of domineering wills, 
recognized the master, who had them 
bitted and bridled, yet never let them 
feel the gall of the curb, so firmly gen- 
tle was his touch, It was not really till 
the last year.of Lincoln’s life, the year 
of his renomination, that there was a 
fully adequate. notion abroad in the 
land, however, of just what measure of 
greatness there was in him, But that 
was the year when the nation made a 
stock taking of the four years, posted 
the ledger and’struck the balance, The 


sharp cut, salient bigness of him, cleav- 


ing upward like an Alpine peak, stood 
out monumental, All cloud of miscon- 
ception had blown away. Men could 
look back and see in true proportion the 
president’s management of the slavery 
question as in its threefold relation, a 
military, political and international 
weapon, The emancipation proclama- 
tion probably saved the country. Had it 
not-been for that downright step, which 
stiffened the backbone of English libera- 
tion, Earl Russell would probably have 
had free hand to have smashed the 
blockade, So, too, Lincoln’s treatment 
of the ‘‘Trent’’ incident, of the Mexican 


| imbroglio and of the other great exigen- 


cies which rose with repeated threat, 
shone in its true light. Men felt that 
here was ‘‘a man sent of God’’ when 
the polling booths of November, 1864, 
were the scene of the, most important 
battle of the war. 

Mr. Lincoln rose greatly to‘occasion 
in times of action, In rising to occasion 
in fitness of speech he was equally sure. 
Scores of his utterances have got imbed- 
ded as unwritten sections of the Ameri- 
can constitution. That, for example, 
where he spoke of this country as one 
‘‘where every man has a right to be 
equal with every other man,’’ is a lamp 
set in the midst of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. ‘At least two of his utter- 
ances will live, while the speech of men 
endures, among the greatest monuments 
of eloquence. The first of these thought 
out incidentally within a few hours of 
delivery and only 269 words long, spo- 
ken at the dedication of the Gettysburg 
battlefield, completely dwarfs every- 
thing similar in history. The simple 
Doric phrases were elegy and trumpet 
blast. They are ineffaceably chiseled on 
the world’s memory, and Edward 
Everett’s brilliant oration of two hours 
at the same~time has already gone to 
the dust heap. So Lincoln’s second in 
augural takes rank among tho matchless 
things of human speech, the becoming 
of the hour and the man. 

Lincoln's fame has: broadened and 
deepened and heightened with the flight 
ef years, Unlike most great men, he in- 
spires love equally with awe and admi- 
ration. ~-When we think of him-now, it 
is not merely the figure of the great 
statesman and the savior of a nation 
that rises. It is the man of many sor- 
rows,-the. vig tender heart in the un- 
couth giant frame, the intense humani- 
ty of him that sounds the magic stop 
and tells why Lincoln is Lincoln.

AS A STUMP SPLAKER. 


Lincoln’s Famous Vration In Cooper Union, 
New York. 

Mr. Lincoln was the only man who 
ever went directly from the stump to 
the presidency and was, in fact, the only 
man ever chosen to that office who did 
not at the time of such choice or within 
avery near period of time hold public 
office or stand conspicuous before the 
nation for military achievement. 

Mr. Lincoln was nominated for tho 
presidency within a few weeks after ho 
had finished the last and one of tha 
most important stumping tours which 
he ever made. It is one about which 
-less has been’ written than has been told 
of any of his other experiences upon tho 
hustings, and yet it was one which had 
almost as important’ influence in -recon- 
coiling the leading. men of his party to 
his nomination as ®ven that more con- 
spicuous and brilliant sugcession of de- 
bates which he held two years before 
with Stephen A. Douglas.

Exposed In a Letter From 
um Justice Gaynor. 


Corporations Organized Lawfally, but the 
Law Is Not Always Right—Brooklyn 
Trolley Lines Built Up on Watered Stook. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 6.—Judge Gaynor of 
the supreme court: has written a letter to 
the state board of mediation and arbitra 
_tion, in- which he discusses the clroum- 

| stances attending the Brooklyn trolley 
étrike, and in which he says: 

“In the immediate dispute which led to 
the conflict between the companies and the 
men, I see nothing worthy of serious at- 
tention. The dispute was too smalk/not 
to have been settled easily, except for the 
inflamed condition brought on by the-at- 
tempt to create. vast inflated wealth on 
the one side being met by justly aroused 
uneasiness and apprehension on the other. 
Under healthy conditions the dispute 
would not have lasted an hour, if it arose 
at all, 

“I remind you that in the case of the 
other large companies here, the same dis- 
pute was settled at once. Until the cause 

“~~ 4g removed, itis idle to try to prevent the 
effects. I submit this in the hope that it 
may promote thought and do some good.”’.. 

_ He recites the history of the Long Isl- 
and Traction company, telling how the 


tire Brooklyn city system, He then tells 
how the Long Island Traction company, 
formed under the laws of West Virginia 
in March, 1898, with a paper capital of 
$300,000,000 without a dollar, a stick of 
wood or a steel rail at the back of it. 
This corporation was formed, the letter 
says, by officers of the Brooklyn City road 
«mand shrewd Wall ’street men to ‘control 
the Brooklyn’ city system. The manipu- 
lations of these inen, Justice Gaynor says, 
ouused the strike, 

“They were forced to cut down all ex- 
penses, but, it is said,” continues Jus- 
tice Gaynor in his letter, ‘‘that all these 
transactions were strictly lawful. I admit 
it, ‘hey were in strictest accordance with 
statute law, as any court would have to 
decide. But what of that? Is the law al- 
ways right in what it permits? If that 
were so, we would never need a change.” 

Justice Gaynor’s letter was sent at the 
request of the arbitration board; and he 
asks it to be regarded as the opinion of a 
citizen, having nothing té° do with his 
judicial position.

Rev. M. B. Pratt Makes a Stirring Appeal. 


We givea brief outline of a sermon 
delivered by Rev. M. B. Pratt to the peo- 
ple) of the Methodist Church Sunday 
morning, the object of which was’ to 
‘keep our town in the no-license column 
The discourse was of particular value 
and interest in that it dealt witli the local 
phase of the question, and not with 
phases which are visionary, remote, or 
fanciful, The phase herein pointed out 
is about the only one from which, at 
present, our town has anything to fear. 
Let the words be well considered. 

‘2 Kings, x., 9. .‘fBut who slew all 
these ?”’ R 

Jehu had overthrown the government 
of Ahab and Jezebel and established him- 
selfin Jezreel. Seventy sons of Ahab 
had been destroyed and their heads 
brought to Jezreel’s gates where they 
were piled-in two ghastly heaps so that 
all who through the city gates 
could look upon them. 

In the morning the King came to the 
gates and cried, ‘‘Behold, I conspired 
against my master and slew him; but 
who slew all these?”’ 

It is by no unreasonable transition that 
we pass, in thought, from that sickening 
sight of seventy heads, with their hag- 


whom Jehu stood and cried, ‘Who slew 
all these?” to that other sight, which our 
own land offers, of 80,000 human. beings 
upon whom the light of nineteenth cen- 
tury Christian civilization has shone, 
who, haggard, mangled and bloody, are 
hurrying on this very -year to a prema- 
ture and awful grave; and, standing by 
these dying, thousands cry, ‘‘Who are 
slaying these?” \y 
t is no longer claimed that the in- 
fluence of liquor drinking is harmless. 
Science, history, morality and _ religion, 
all, now unite in- declaring its influence 
to be the most demoralizing and deadly. 
It is the morcal enemy of all that 1; 
lovely in character, desirable in the home, 
a in opr bt and noble in the nation. 
n all the civilized world there is nothing 
else which so threatens government, 
poisons social .life,.destroys the virtue 
and happiness of so. many homes, and 
fusters crime so increasingly and exult- 
ingly as the liquor “business. Liquor 
making and selling is the most damnable 
business on the face of the earth to-day, 
If we are to become a people of virtue 
and justice, the liquor business must be 
destroyed, for itis the uncompromising 
enemy of virtue, and it cannot thrive 
unt t- overthrows all justice. If weare 
to presérve the character of our homes 
and the prosperity of our nation, the 
liquor business must be destroyed, for 
the liquor business cannot live unless it 
can lay upon its bloody altars the in- 
mates of our homes, and it stands in yn- 
disptited possession of the dishonor of 
being-the most persistent and conscience- 


less law-breaker with which any civil- | 


ized nation has to deal, Therefore: 

1. Itisa moral crime to sell intoxi- 
cating liquor ‘as a beverage’ in any place 
on earth to-day,, for no laws of license 
and no absence of ye sieciearye laws can 
ever make it right to do that thing which, 
because of its intrinsic character, is a 
moral crime. ‘ 

2. Whoever sells intoxicating liquors 
‘as a beverage.’ within the limits of these 
United States, violates the Constitution 
of this nation. The state can never sanc- 
tion that which is intrinsically wrong. 
The state has.no_ authority to protect, 
license or allow that which is morally, 
»hysically and financially detrimental to 
itself and against the welfare of its peo- 
ple.. We are just beginning to grasp this 
phase of the question and to understann 


‘the significance of those decisions which 


our Supreme Court has handed down in 
their dealings with this matter. 
It is the old story over again. When 
Abraham Lincoln wrote his name to the 
Emancipation Proclamation, he was sim- 
ply placing this‘country back upon that 
document which must remain . forever 
the final test of the constitutionality of 
ouractions—the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The thirteenth amendment sim- 
ply brought the letter’ of the Constitu- 
tion back to — the'-.Declaration . of 
Independence, where it ought always to 
be. And when another amendment com- 
porter national prohibition, shall have 
yeen added to its papes, men will say, 
‘This only brings the recreantconstitution 
back into line with its illustrious. pred- 
ecessor, the immortal Declaration.’ In 


the meantime the absence of the letter |' 


of this amendment gives neither our gov- 
ernment vor any individual the right to 
assume the constitutionality of the liquor 
traffic 

3. Herein North Andover, as in all 
other 
against license, Whoever sells one drop of 
intoxicating liquer, except it be for pur- 
poses of art, mechanics or medicine, is a 
moral and, legal criminal. Druggists 
may obtain permission to sell liquors for 
these purposes. If one of them should 
sell for any other purpose he would be- 
come, by that act, a criminal. “There is, 
and there.can. be, no singte exception, If 
there has been any liquor sold in this 
town during this municipal year, which 
was pot, both in its letter and in its 
spirit, for the purposes of art, mechan- 
ics or medicine, such sale was a crime, 
and he who sold it a criminal 

4. When atown votes against license 
it becomes the duty of the police or con- 
stabulatory force of the town, to see that 
the laws against liquor selling are just as 
thoroughly enforced as are those laws 
which are intended to prevent theft and 
arson. If liquor is sold in North An- 
dover, or other ‘no-license’ towns, the 
officers who are intrusted with the en- 
foréement of laws in those towns are.in- 
efficiént or criminally negligént. If 
ineffiient, their number sbould be in- 
creased. If they are negligent, they 
should be branded at once before the 
public as men who are in league with 
«crime, and who have perjured themselves 
by the violation of their sacredsoaths, It 
is also the duty of the Selectmen. to see 
that no druggist, whose character and 
\habits in the past ate not sufficient guar- 
antee of good faith on his part, shall have 
permission to handle intoxicating liquors 
at;all. 

In case these officers are uot faithful 
in the exercise of that power which the 
town has placed in their hands, if they 
do not endeavor, in these matters, to ex- 
ecute the will of the people; if they do 
not see to it that-liqvor, save for use in 
art, mechanics and medicine, is not sold. 
in drug stores in their town, they have 
violated their sacred- oaths and have 
listed themselves as aiders and abettors 
of crime. He who fosters crime is him- 
self criminal. , 

Now, brothers, you are soon to vote 
upon this matter. I plead with you to 
vote for law and order, for sober men and 
happy homes, for no license. But do 
not. make a farée of this solemn business. 
Do not vote *‘No’’ on the license question 
and allow offices to men who for their 
own miserable purposes will allow liquor

had not voted ‘no.’ Vote ‘no’ on the 


Hicense question, but be sure you vote 


against any man who will sell his con- 
stituency and violate his sacred “oath 
while he goes down on his Knees to'a 
miserable rum-seller, all for ‘some pur- 
of his own. ‘You have a double re- 
sponsibility. Vote for ‘no-licerse’ and 

en for officers who will maintain your 
no-license vote. Do not turn your back 
upon ‘no-heense,’ but spurn the officer 
who for any reason under the shining 
sun would nullify your ‘no-hcense’ vote. 
Unless you do. this, the answer to the 
question in the text will include your 
name. Brothers, unless your righteous- 
ness exceed the righteousness of the 
Scribes, Pharisees and hypocrites, the 
kingdom of purity, peace and prosperity 
will not come. 

But. I know your love for: principle. I 
know your hatred of vice.and perjury. 
I have seen your uncompromising defence 
of the weak, your faithful care for the 
best interests of our town. And I be? 
lieve you will be true at the coming elec- 
tion. Iam glad to know that these great 
interests are in the hands of men of-prin- 
ciple, men of conscience, men of intelli- 


gence, men of prayer,”
